Inaugural Address of Samuel T. Ladd. 


MAYOR OF PORTSMOUTH, N. H. 


GENTLEMEN OF THE COUNCIL :— 


I do not intend to make any extended statements 
- regarding municipal affairs at this time. It is but a short 
time since my fellow citizens honored me by electing me 
the City’s Chief Executive, and I prefer to present to you 
the detailed matters relating to the aadministration of the 
affairs of the city as the occasion arises. 

We are here not as servants of any political party, 
but as servants of the people of Portsmouth, sent here 
by them with the solemn and sacred trust of administer- 
ing their municipal affairs, fairly and without the slightest 
bias or favor, and with an eye ever open to the most 
economical method of caring for their interests. 

One of the most important matters which will come 
before us during the present year is the payment of an 
issue of bonds, due July 1st, 1916, and amounting in all 
to about $175,000. There is available for the payment of 
these bonds in the hand of the sinking fund commission 
the sum of about $126,000 leaving a balance of about 
$48,000 for the payment of which we must raise funds. 
This is a serious matter and while in no way a situation 
for which we are responsible, yet it is one which we must 
resolutely face and decide for the best interest of the tax 
payers. 

This amount can be paid in full this year by largely 
increasing the already heavy burden of taxation, or it 
ean be paid by issuing serial notes for $4,850, each one 
payable each year for the next ten years, Personally I 
believe it to be very unjust and unwise to compel the tax 
payers to pay this whole amount this year. You also have 
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a responsibility, however, and when the proper time comes 
for the disposition of this matter I shall ask the aid and 
advice of the city’s business men for the assistance of the 
Council, in order we may have every assistance to the end 
that wise and deliberate action may be taken and every 
consideration shown for the city’s interest. 


‘There are also four notes, amounting in all to about 
$12,000, which come due this year, but these are matters 
contracted by other city governments and have been met 
for several years so that they involve no increase of the 
city’s appropriation. 

And on the matter of appropriation I can not speak 
too strongly. We all love old Portsmouth and we yield to 
no one in our desire for its prosperity, but we know that 
with the tax rate where it is, it is hard to induce new in- 
dustries to come here, it is discouraging for our present 
industries to be obliged to bear so heavy a burden, and 
not only this, we ought always to consider the ever increas- 
ing number of men who are building their own homes, 
and upon whom the present heavy tax rate presses hard. 


We do not want our city to lack in progressiveness 
but we must have economy and we must have a iower tax 
rate, and here and now I pledge myself to work early and 
late for the passage of an appropriation bill this year 
which will materially reduce the tax rate and in this work 
I feel sure I can count upon you all for sincere and earnest 
help. 

There is another matter which bears an important 
part in the management of the city’s affairs, and that is 
the purchasing of supplies by departments and officials. 
Departments and officials must not contract bills without 
expressed authorization from the Council, and having 
been so authorized our city ordinances provide that sucl 
officials and departments, no matter who or what they may 
be, shall make purchases only through the Auditor’s office 
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by requisitions, and when the requisition calls for the pur- 
chase of more than $50.00 worth of supplies of any kind 
then the Auditor should advertise for bids and the con- 
tracts awarded in the interest of the city. 

No department must exceed the limit of its appropri- 
ation. This ought to be understood at the beginning of the 
year so that those charged with the expenditure of monies 
of the city may know in advance the situation in which 
their acts will place the city if they exceed their appropri- 
ation, and so that they may know that they will be held 
accountable for the situation. There is no hardship in- 
volved upon any one in living up to these requirements. 
They are all a part of the law of the State governing this 
city, and best of all, they are solely in the interest of and 
for the protection of the tax payers, and I feel sure that 
every city official will be glad to live up to them in every 
particular. 

Let us all get together ‘this year ard work together. 
Though of different political faiths we all love our city and 
desire its welfare. Let us not act hastily cr secretly on 
any matters which we have io censider but rather with 
eareful deliberation and in the open, ever welcoming the 
suggestions and advice of our fellow citizens. Let us try 
this year to bury every personal ambition and work our 
hardest for Portsmouth and do everything in our power 
to reduce the present heavy tax burden. We are all 
good friends, we are here for a con.mon purpose and I be- 
lieve that with God’s help we can be and will be the faith- 
ful stewards of our city which our fellow citizens expect 
us to be.

Report of the Board of Sinking Fund 
Commissioners. 


PORTSMOUTH, N. H., January 24th, 1916. 
To the City Council of the City of Portsmouth, N. H.: 


We submit herewith our report for the year 1915, and appended 
hereto are the following exhibits: 
A—Balances. 
B—Receipts and Payments. 
C—Bonded Debts. 
D—Ledger Balances. 
EK—Amount required to be levied for 1916. 
F—Trust Funds. 

In our report to the City Council dated January 25th, 1915, we 
called particular attention to the issue of Funding Debt 4s, dated July 
1896, due July 1, 1916, —$175,000,—for the payment of which the sink- 
ing fund would be insufficient. In the fund for payment of these 
bonds, we now hold securities of par value of $120,100. From the 
levy of 1916, we should receive $8,750 additional, and the balance 
(about $46,000) must be provided for in some manner by the City 
Council before maturity of the bonds. 

As previously stated, this fund has shown a deficiency ever since 
the bonds were issued, and was caused by failure to make appropria- 
tions for Sinking Fund for years 1896, 1897, 1898, 1899, 1900, 1901 and 
1906. 

On account of appropriations for 1915 there is still due a balance 
of $7,760 from the Board of Public Works on aceount of water bonds, 
payment of which is promised as soon as funds are in the treasury.

Annual Report of the Portsmouth Fire 
Department. 


PORTSMOUTH, N. H., January 1, 1916. 
To the Honorable Mayor and City Council: 


GENTLEMEN :—Herewith is submitted the annual report 
of the Portsmouth Fire Department. 

During the past year we have been extremely fortu- 
nate in our exemption from serious fires. The Depart- 
ment, however, has answered more alarms than any 
previous year as far back as the records show. We have 
had ninety-seven calls, twenty of which were bell, and 
seventy-seven of which were still alarms. Out of the 
ninety-seven, only two were more than started before they 
were extinguished. These two were on the outskirts of 
the city. One was an ice-house on South Road, the prop- 
erty of Mr. Bates. The buildings were more than half 
destroyed before the alarm was sounded. The other was 
a barn on the Hayes Farm on the Greenland road. This 
was a total loss. I think this record will compare favor- 
ably with that of any Fire Department of its size. 

Only one bad forest fire occurred this year. This was 
the fire at the pumping station on the City Lot. It was on 
a windy day, thus making it almost impossible to check it 
without water. Many cords of valuable wood were de- 
stroyed besides much standing timber. 

The Auto Combination Chemical and Hose has again 
this year proven itself to be a very valuable piece of ap- 
paratus. This machine extinguishes many bad fires with- 
out the aid of the balance of the Fire Department. Thus 
it saves a general alarm and much expense to the city. 
I earnestly recommend that the horses, now old and 
worn out, be replaced by motor-driven apparatus. 

I will again this year call your attention to the old, 
tumbled-down buildings in which our apparatus is stored. 
It is almost impossible to heat these buildings and keep 
the steamers from freezing. I would recommend selling 
these buildings and erecting a modern Central Fire Station. 

We have 8,000 feet of first-class hose, 3,000 feet of 
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fairly good hose. We should purchase 500 feet of hose 
every year. This would keep our hose supply in good 
condition.

Report of the Board of Health. 


PORTSMOUTH, N. H., January 1, 1916. 
To the Honorable Mayor and City Council: 


GENTLEMEN:—The Board of Health submits to you 
the following report: 

The report with reference to contagious diseases will 
be found in that of the Sanitary or City Inspector, and 
for that reason is omitted in this. 


Complaints. 


All complaints to the Board have received attention 
and such disposition of the same has been made as seemed 
advisable. All nuisances which have been reported have 
not been abated, however. The Board calls your attention 
to the following as the one particular case in which a 
nuisance or nuisances remain unbated: on Raynes Avenue 
there is no public sewer. A very unsanitary condition of 
affairs exists in this locality. The Board realizing such 
condition conferred in an informal manner with the Mayor 
and some members of the City Council also with the Board 
of Public Works and the Superintendent of Public Works; 
as a result of which the Board of Public Works presented 
to the Mayor and City Council specifications for a public 
sewer and an estimate of the cost of the same. No 
action further than that has been taken in the matter. 

The Board has waited hoping that some action would 
be taken which would enable it to abate the nuisances 
which exist in that locality in a permanent, and, therefore, 
satisfactory manner. 


Plumbing. 


An effort has been made by the Board to have the 
laws and ordinances with respect to this department ob- 
served. In this the Board has been partially successful. 
In one particular the Board thinks it has succeeded, viz: 
In securing a complete record of all entrances into the 
public sewer during the year. But there still remains 
opportunity for improvement in this department. 
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Milk Inspection. 


By Chapter 107, of the laws of 1901, Boards of Health, 
in cities adopting the same, are given full charge of milk 
inspection and unqualified control of the inspectors of the 
same. 

By an ordinance of the City of Portsmouth (Revised 
Ordinances, Chapter XXI, Sections 2 and 3), Chapter 107, 
of the laws of 1901, is adopted and the City Inspector is 
made the Inspector of Milk, and is ordered to report any 
violations of the law to the City Council. 

It is evident, beyond any reasonable doubt, that the 
Legislature of 1901 intended that the Boards of Health in 
cities adopting this statute (Chapter 107, of the laws of 
1901) should have absolute control of the inspection of all 
milk supplied to their inhabitants. 

The Board is satisfied that the ordinance is a violation 
of the law, since it deprives the Board of all supervision 
of milk inspection. 

Realizing this to be the situation, the Board presented 
to the Hon. Mayor and City Council, under date of March 
23, 1915, a set of rules and regulations for the purpose of 
supervising the production and distribution of milk, and 
recommended the adoption of the same. The rules pro- 
posed were practically the same as those in force in the 
city of Manchester and Town of Tilton, N. H. 

A letter from Dr. I. A. Watson, Secretary of the State 
Board of Health, reeommending the adoption of the pro- 
posed rules, was filed with the request or recommendation 
of the Board. No action in the matter was taken by the 
Mayor and City Council. 

The situation with reference to the inspection of milk 
remains the same, viz: the Board of Health has no super- 
vision nor even knowledge concerning it. The Board still 
recommends the adoption by the Mayor or City Council of 
the rules or regulations with reference to milk inspection 
which was recommended under date of March 23, 1915. 

In conclusion, this Board feels that it is not presuming 
beyond its legitimate bounds and limits to congratulate 
the city on its tidiness as compared with others, and the 
general spirit of its citizens to promote this most desirable 
condition. It congratulates the city on the efficiency of 
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its Board of Public Works in the street cleaning depart- 
ment. The cleanliness of the streets during the past year 
has been a subject for generally favorable comment. 

The business relations of the Board of Health with the 
Board of Public Works are close. Mutual understanding 
and unity of purpose are necessary for efficient work and 
satisfactory results. It is a pleasure to this Board to state 
that such relations have existed during the year 1915 to 
an idealistic degree.

The action of Sarah and Julius Gouse vs. City of 
Portsmouth in which damages were claimed as the result 
of the improper alteration of Newton Avenue was tried 
before a jury at the October term of the Superior Court, 
resulting in the verdict of $150 for the plaintiffs. 

The petition for a writ of habeas corpus for Sergeant 
John P. White was tried before the United States District 
Court at the October term and resulted in the granting of 
the writ to Sergeant White.

GENTLEMEN:—We herewith submit the annual report 
of this department for the year of 1915. 


HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT. 


Roads. 

New Road and Ocean Road were re-surfaced with 
gravel. Short sections of Lafayette, Banfield and Elwyn 
roads were graded. Sherburne, Lang, Little Harbor, 
Peverly Hill and Gosling roads were patched. 

The State aid roads, Lafayette, Greenland, Sagamore 
and Maplewood avenue from Cutts street, were given an 
application of oil and sanded. All State aid roads have 
also been patched. 

The brush was cut from the side of Gosling, Banfield 
and Sherburne roads. 


Streets. 

The following streets were graded with gravel: 

Washington and Newton avenue, graded the entire 
length, Dennett from Thornton to Maplewood avenue, 
South from Junkins to Miller avenue, Lincoln avenue from 
Wibird to Richards avenue, Union from South to Haw- 
thorne, Cass from Middle to State, and Market on Noble’s 
Island. 

The following streets were patched with gravel: 

Gardner, Fleet, South Mill, Marcy, Newcastle avenue, 
Parrott avenue, Howard, State, Hanover, McDonough, 
Maplewood avenue, Broad, Wibird, Gates, Highland, Rich- 
mond, Partridge, Summer, Austin, Rutland, Orchard, 
Cabot, Dover, Columbia, Madison, Court, Bow, Chatham, 
Porter and Salem. . 

Fleet street was macadamized from Hanover to Con- 
gress. Middle street was patched with crushed stone and 
tar. The protruding ledges on Meeting House Hill were 
covered and graded. 
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Cutts street was re-surfaced with cinders and the 
grade raised in the low places. 

Many holes in the asphalt have been repaired with 
asphaltic material, but much work remains to be done. 
The asphalt has been swept twice a week during the 
season. 

Oiling. 

Asphaltic oil has been applied to Middle road, Maple- 
wood avenue and the following streets: Islington, from 
Spinney road to the Plains, South from Junkins avenue to 
Middle road, Pleasant from Court to Marcy, McDonough, 
State from Middle to Cass, Daniel from Penhallow to the 
water front, Cabot, Austin, Cass, Marcy, Water, Hanover, 
Vaughan, and sections of other streets about the city. 

The streets in the Street Sprinkling District were cov- 
ered with a light dust laying oil. 


Sewers. 


During the year there were forty reports of sewer 
troubles. Thirteen of these were in private drains. An 
unusual number of catch basins were clogged owing to 
the heavy rains in July and August. The sewer which 
carries the flow from much of High street to Fleet was in 
bad condition and has been repaired. The Hill street 
sewer was cleaned and dragged with chains. 

One thousand one hundred sixteen feet of eighteen 
inch pipe was laid across the flats from Marcy street to 
the low water mark near the Newcastle Toll Bridge. One 
hundred feet of ten inch sewer was completed on New- 
castle avenue, and two hundred thirty-three feet of eight 
inch on Middle street. 

Six catch basins and two manholes have been built, - 
and three catch basins and two manholes have been 
brought to grade. 

Cinders. 

Cinders were hauled to the following streets: Junkins, 
Sherburne, Mendum, Lincoln and Jones avenues; Broad, 
Thornton, Bartlett, Dennett, Park, Orchard, Wibird and 
Sparhawk streets, also to the South Playground. 

Ashes. 
By a change in the manner of collecting we were able 
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to make a considerable saving in the cost of collection. 


Bridges. 

A steel and concrete bridge has been constructed un- 
der contract in place of the old wooden ‘‘South Mill 
Bridge’’ at the junction of Pleasant and Marcy streets. 

The bridge on Lang’s Road was re-planked its entire 
length and those on Junkins and Sagamore avenues and 
Boyd road were repaired. | 


Moths. 
Contracts for exterminating moths and spraying trees 
were completed in a satisfactory manner. 


Sidewalks. 


Two hundred and four square yards of granolithic side- 
walk were constructed on Vaughan street and Highland 
street. Two hundred and ten square yards of brick side- 
walk were built. One hundred and fifty square yards of 
sidewalk relaid. Eleven hundred square yards of cinder 
sidewalk built and three hundred and fifty yards of curb- 
ing relaid. Ninety-six loads of sand were used in sand- 
ing sidewalks. 

Trees. 

The trees in the city have reached the stage where | 
they need watchful care. We have had to remove several 
large trees during the past year. 

Parks. 

Haven and Goodwin Parks received the usual attention. 
The stone wall at the foot of Haven Park was relaid. All 
park benches were painted. At Goodwin Park new walks 
were made, the curbing reset, and the fence repaired, as 
- well as other improvements. 

The South Playground was graded and the diamond 
rolled. A new grand stand was constructed by the Sunset 
League, and a fence built to protect the tennis courts. A 
new toilet for the boys was installed in the shelter house. 

- The Pine Street Playground was graded and swings 
erected. 

By the aid of the Rev. L. H. Thayer and others to help 
the unemployed of the city, we started on the improve- 
ment of the shores of the South Pond, and hope to continue 
the same during the coming year to the playground. 
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WATER DEPARTMENT. 


Mains and Services. 


During the year we made the following extensions and 
renewals of mains: 


Marston avenue 2-inch pipe 26 feet 
Ash street 2-inch pipe 12 feet 
Jones avenue 4-inch pipe 310 feet 
Jones avenue 2-inch pipe 462 feet 
Salter street 2-inch pipe 141 feet 
Porter street 4-inch pipe 280 feet 
Church street 2-inch pipe 67 feet 
Dearborn street 2-inch pipe 270 feet 
Mark street 2-inch pipe 235 feet 


Bow street (Peverly) 4-inch pipe 376 feet 


The total amount of pipe used on mains was 966 feet 
of four-inch and 1,319 feet of two-inch. One thousand 
and thirty-five pounds of pig lead was used in joints. 

On the Peverly line of spiral riveted pipe through 
Cabot street ten leaks developed, which required special 
bands to repair. In one place thirteen feet of cast iron 
pipe was used to overcome a number of leaks. 

The main line to Newcastle has been repaired several 
times where it crosses the flats at the foot of Little Harbor 
Road. This work also required heavy iron bands made to 
order. On one section of this line, which can be repaired 
only at low water, there are now fourteen bands. © This 
pipe, which is of wrought iron, is in very bad condition. 

An unusual number of services were renewed during 
the year. This was due to our installation of meters. As 
a result the service pipes are now in better condition than 
they have been for years.

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The standpipe on Summer street used by the Street 
Sprinkling District was connected to the Peverly main. 
The standpipe on Court street was replaced by one in 
front of the State Armory on Parrott avenue. 

One man has reported at all fires and reported any hy- 
drants leaking and needing repairs. We have repacked 
and repaired those needing attention. Hydrants have 
been painted black with white domes with the exception 
of those connected to the Peverly line which are painted 
red. 

We installed three new hydrants: one on Porter street, 
one on Jones avenue and one at the Haven station. 


Pumping Stations. 

The Peverly pumps are in first class condition and give 
good service. At Fountain Head we have put new points 
on eighteen wells. The Haven pumps are in good condi- 
tion but as they are low pressure pumps are of service 
only in pumping water to the Sherburne station for re- 
pumping. 

On June 4, 1915, we were requested by the City Coun- 
cil to furnish estimate of cost of necessary work at the 
Sherburne station. As we stated in our quarterly report, 
we have engaged the firm of Cole & Cole, consulting en- 
gineers of New York City, to thoroughiy investigate our 
water supply system. Under their direction we have 
driven a number of test wells at Sherburne and Haven 
Stations taking samples of the gravel every five feet, and 
have aided them in all ways possible in their investigations. 
Their report will be at hand in a few weeks and will be 
immediately forwarded for your consideration. 

The water pumped during the year at Sherburne was 
425,804,588 gallons making the average consumption per 
capita 104 gallons daily against 129 gallons last year. 
This reduction enabled us to make a saving of nearly 100 
tons of coal at Sherburne station. At Peverly there was 
pumped 130,340,290 gallons of water, an average of 357, 
097 gallons daily. 


New Meters. 
We have received to date from the Thomson Meter 


Company 2,500 Lambert meters. The installation of 
meters was begun August 17, 1914. During the remain- 
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der of 1914, there were installed about 250, during 1915, 
about 1,950. The remainder are in stock and will be in- 
stalled before May 1, 1916, when the new meter rates 
will go into effect.

As we anticipated the per capita cost was slightly in- 
creased by the added expense of the new school, the 
increase in number of High School pupils and the slightly 
higher cost of supplies for the additional subjects with 
their larger classes. The amount represented by the ad- 
ditional per capita cost of 23 cents amounts to less than 
$500. 

It is of great importance that we should bear in mind 
that while our total appropriation has greatly increased 
during the last five years it has not increased any more 
than has the number of pupils while the general costs of 
education have materially increased and so it results that 
when you increased the teachers’ salaries several years 
ago it was taken out of the school expenditures in other 
places. The introduction of practical arts, the increase 
in the proportion of the pupils who arein High School, the 
increase of all elementary salaries and the general increase 
in the costs of labor and materials have only slightly in- 
creased the cost of maintaining the Portsmouth schools. 
Of course you have to meet the expense of more children. 
I am repeating the comparison which I made last year as 
no more recent figures are available, but what was true 
then is increasingly true now. 7 

The amount paid for teachers’ salaries has increased 
over ten thousand dollars in five years—more teachers as 
well as higher salaries—while the total cost of maintaining 
the schools has only increased about twelve thousand 
dollars. 

The policy of permanent betterments rather than tem- 
porary repairs has been adhered to this year in making 
repairs and the condition of the whole plant is excellent 
except where further expense in old buildings seems 
inadvisable. 

The expense per capita is found on the basis of the 
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1914-15 average membership and would be materially de- 
creased on the basis of the present membership. 

In the last report of the Department of Public Instruc- 
tion, it appears that the average cost per pupil for current 
expenditures ranges from $40.52 in Concord, to $27.36 in 
Keene, and $26.09 in Rochester. Portsmouth with an 
expenditure of $28.66 stands ninth. The average for all 
cities is $33.08 or $30.53 for elementary schools alone. 
Our average expenditure of $30.54 is based on the aver- 
age membership for the school year ending last June, but 
on the basis of the average membership of the fall term 
of this year it would be $29.18 per pupil.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools. 


To the Board of Instruction, 


LADIES AND GENTLEMEN :—I have the honor to sub- 
mit herewith a report of the schools for 1915, my fourth 
annual report and the thirtieth in the series of reports of 
the Superintendents of Schools of Portsmouth. All finan- 
cial statistics are for the calendar year 1915, while sta- 
tistics relating to attendance, promotion, etc. refer to the 
school year ending July 15, 1915. 


Present Enrollment. 


The following table will show the membership of the 
public schools on December 17, arranged by schools and 
grades.

Including those pupils temporarily out of school we 
have about seventy-five more than a year ago. This is 
not a large increase, but it is nearly as many pupils as 
two rooms will accomodate. The increase of over five 
hundred since 1911, means that we have increased enough 
pupils to fill a twelve room school or more than the total 
enrollment of the High School to-day. 
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Effect of Overcrowding. 


You should understand that this overcrowding—for 
until last April no new rooms had been opened—has not 
been without its effect on the efficiency of our schools. 
The number of non-promotions last June, while not exces- 
sive for a school system of this size, was to a large extent 
a result of the condition which has existed for several 
years and which will continue if no new accomodations 
are provided. 

You know only too well the unsatisfactory condition of 
both the Spalding and Franklin Schools. This section of 
the city has been very patient but it certainly is entitled 
to consideration and I greatly hope that you may feel 
impelled to ask the City Government for another school 
building—perhaps of the same plan as the Lafayette—to 
be built on the City Farm near Myrtle Avenue during 1916. 

If such a building cannot be secured, or is not to be 
built in the near future, an appropriation should be asked 
for to entirely replace the sanitary arrangements of both 
buildings and make somewhat extensive repairs on the 
Franklin School both inside and out. 


Promotion and Retardation. 


Our promotion record for last June was not as satis- 
factory as for the past two years and I have mentioned 
elsewhere my opinion as to one cause. The question of an 
extra year for every tenth pupil or nearly that is an im- 
portant one from the financial point of view but of vastly 
more importance to the children who are in this way losing 
a year or more from their years of opportunity. The es- 
tablishment of the class for backward pupils for which 
you have provided will not alone be of very great service 
to a considerable number of children who are not ‘‘fitting’’ 
in at all, but the teacher is giving all the time she can 
arrange for to helping children who are backward in some 
one subject or who from sickness need attention which 
the regular teacher with forty or more pupils cannot give 
them. The teacher who is taking this class has given 
considerable study to the special methods of instruction 
for backward and defective children and has for this pur- 
pose visited classes elsewhere. 
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I recommended to the Board last summer that half- 
yearly promotions be made with a view to making the lost 
time in many cases a half-year instead of a whole one and 
making it possible for us to compensate for the time lost 
by backward children by giving better opportunity for the 
children who can do faster work to more easily gain time. 
No action was taken on the recommendation on account 
of the problems involved. These have proven no obstacle 
in many other places and the advantages have been suffi- 
cient to warrant the continuation of the method. 


Re-organization of Board. 

I believe that one of the most important events of the 
year was the re-organization of the Board of Instruction, 
doing away with the fourteen sub-committees and re-organ- 
izing with three standing committees—‘‘on High Schools, ’’ 
‘fon Elementary Schools,’’ and ‘‘on Training School and 
Educational Materials,’’ a sub-committee on Schoolhouses 
composed of one member from each of the Committees on 
Schools, and a Finance Committee made up of the Mayor, 
and the Chairmen of the four sub-committees. The divi- 
sion of the grades into elementary and secondary was es- 
tablished at the end of the sixth grade. All of the sec- 
ondary grades are now in the Whipple and High School 
buildings—the seventh and eighth in the Whipple with a 
male principal in charge. All schools in the city of the 
same grade are now under the direction of the same com- 
mittee and the administrative division of the city into dis- 
tricts has been abolished. 


Re-districting. 

The opening of the Lafayette School and the use of the 
Whipple School for all seventh and eighth grades made a 
re-adjustment of district lines necessary and after careful 
study of present demands and future needs the special 
committee on re-districting, consisting of the Mayor, 
Messrs. Hodgdon, Knight and McCarthy, recommended 
that the assignment of pupils to the several schools be made 
by streets instead of fixing lines between the several dis- 
tricts. The old division of the city into three districts be 
entirely abandoned and the following districts established: 
High and Whipple for pupils of the entire city in Grades 
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VII-XII; and the elementary districts Farragut, Haven, 
Lafayette and Spalding for pupils in Grades I-VI; Cabot 
Street, Franklin, Woodbury and Plains for pupils in 
Grades I-IV and the Lafayette Road School for pupils in 
Grades I-VII, with kindergartens in the Farragut, Haven 
(Manning Street) Lafayette and Cabot Street districts. 
After school opened it was found that there were not 
enough children of kindergarten age in the Lafayette dis- 
trict to warrant the continuance of that kindergarten, so 
temporarily, it was combined with the Cabot Street kinder- 
garten. The names of the streets assigned to each dis- 
trict were published prior to the opening of the fall term, 
and the re-arrangement effected with very little confusion 
or misunderstanding. The present arrangement is flexi- 
ble and permits the relief of any overcrowded school by 
the transfer of streets or parts of streets to other schools 
with more room. 

The complete arrangement of the districts is printed 
in the appendix of this report. 


Elementary and Secondary Grades. 

The division between the elementary and secondary 
grades was established at the end of the sixth school year 
and while the organization of the work in the seventh and 
eighth grades has not been materially changed and these 
grades are continued as an intermediate or ‘‘grammar’’ 
school, the way has been opened for such re-adjustment 
of curricula as the Board may deem advisable in view of 
our better understanding of the needs of pupils of this 
age. My recommendations in regard to this are presented 
elsewhere in this report. 


High School. 


The organization and instruction of the High School 
has been excellent. No increase of the teaching force has 
been required although the classes are somewhat larger 
than is desirable. If we are to continue the Manual and 
Domestic Arts Courses it will be necessary to relieve the 
High School teachers in these subjects of much of the 
work now being done with the seventh and eighth grades, 
making additional teachers necessary in both subjects and 
making it possible to extend the instruction in the manual 
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training and the cooking to the fifth and sixth grades 
without other additional expense. Some economy may be 
possible by the use of teachers in some other subjects in 
both the Whipple and High Schools. 

The usual changes in the High School teachers took 
place, four leaving for higher salaries and one to go into 
business. 3 

The activities of the High School, outside the class 
rooms have been healthily increased, and are, I believe, 
important factors in the education of the boys and girls. 
Our high scholastic standards have been maintained and 
our High School is worthy of the community’s full respect. 
The report of the principal is given herewith. The record 
of the changes in the teaching force is given in the 
appendix. 


Report of the Principal of the High School. 


Mr. J. N. Pringle, Superintendent of Schools: 


DEAR SiIR:—I have the honor of submitting my second 
annual report for the Portsmouth High School. 

The total enrollment of the High School for the year 
ending June, 1915, was four hundred and twenty-seven, 
seventy-four of whom were non-resident pupils. The total 
enrollment for this year at date of this report, is four 
hundred and forty-six, seventy-five of whom are non-resi- 
dent members. These figures indicate that the increase 
in enrollment over last year is from the City of Ports- 
mouth, and not from the increase of the non-resident 
pupils.

Teachers. 


The school received with regret the resignation of six 
of the faculty of last year. Mr. Nickerson resigned to 
become head of the English Department in Wellesley 
High School; Mr. Stander resigned to take charge of the 
Chemistry Department, in the University of Arizona; Miss 
Hendry accepted a Commercial Position, in the Riverside 
High School, in Illinois; Miss Martin was elected head of 
the Domestic Science Department in the Salem High 
School; Mr. Donham left the teaching profession to en- 
gage in business; Miss Rooney was forced to give up her 
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classes very soon after school opened in the Fall, because 
of poor health. Miss Beane was given a leave of absence 
until after the Christmas vacation. 

The following teachers have been elected to fill the 
vacancies made by resignation of teachers: Mr. Jewett to 
succeed Mr. Nickerson; Mr. Wolfe to teach Chemistry and 
Elementary Science; Miss Shields to have charge of the 
Bookkeeping, Commerce and Law; Miss Cate to the va- 
cancy made by Miss Martin’s resignation; Mr. Davis as 
head of the Manual Arts Work. Mrs. Maines who was 
substituting in the absence of Miss Rooney when she re- 
signed, kindly consented to take charge of the work until 
the appointment of a regular teacher. Mr. Griffin was 
appointed to take charge of the Latin in the absence of 
Miss Beane. 


College Certificate. 

The school received a renewal of the certificate privi- 
lege last year from the New England College Entrance 
Board; also, the certificate privilege from the Worcester 
Technical Institution. There seems to be a misunder- 
standing concerning the purpose of this certificate privi- 
lege. It is not, as some may suppose, a means of getting 
pupils into college who have failed to meet the college re- 
quirements. The purpose of the certificate is to permit 
boys and girls, well equipped to do college work,: to enter 
without unnecessary examinations. The school cannot 
therefore jeopardize this certificate privilege by certifying 
pupils who have not obtained a rank of ‘‘B”’ in all work 
offered for college entrance. 

The following tabulation shows the numbers in col- 
leges and other educational institutions from the class of 
1915: Dartmouth, 2; Bowdoin, 1; Clark, 1; Middlebury, 
1; Colby, 1; Smith, 1; Simmons, 1; Worcester Polytech- 
nichal Institute, 1; New Hampshire State, 6; Exeter, 3; 
Dana, 1; Plymouth, 1; Farmington, Me., 2; Bryant and 
Stratton, 1; Portsmouth Training School, 10. 

Last year the afternoon session was established from 
half past two to four o’clock, in order that pupils who 
were backward in their work might have some extra indi- 
vidual attention. Notices were sent out from the office 
warning the pupils whose work was unsatisfactory. In 
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the Freshman class of last year, seventy-seven different 
pupils received ‘‘D’’ notices in one hundred and forty- 
nine subjects; forty-eight of these pupils were warned in 
two different subjects. The rank cards for the year show 
that thirty-seven Freshmen failed in forty-nine subjects, 
ten failed in two subjects and were demoted to the class 
of 1919. 

The warnings sent out from the office have brought 
about three important results. First, parents have come 
to the office and investigated the pupil’s record and have 
become better acquainted with the object for which the 
afternoon session is established. Invariably, pupils’ fail- 
ures may be traced to one vital cause, the lack of home 
study. In almost every case an interview with the parents 
disclosed the fact that the pupil was returning home day 
after day without his books, with the assertion that he had 
prepared all his work at school. Secondly, the afternoon 
session has required of the careless or lazy pupil, at least, 
a minimum amount of home study. The records of last 
year invariably show this in the three upper classes. After 
reporting every afternoon for a period of three weeks, 
the pupils resolved that it was far more satisfactory to 
choose their own time of study, than to have the time 
arbitrarily set for them. During the first three weeks of 
afternoon session this vear, forty-five upper classmen and 
thirty-two Freshmen returned every afternoon. At the 
end of the three weeks, all but twelve upper classmen 
and fifteen Freshmen had made up their work. 


Athletics. 

The school has had a most successful baseball and foot- 
ball season, the past year. Its success has been, in no 
small measure, due to the men who had charge of these 
sports. Both Mr. Brackett, the coach of the baseball 
team, and Mr. Wanamaker, the football coach, emphasized 
this one ideal: that the true purpose of athletics is to 
teach boys that clean, honest, sportsmanlike competition 
is valued above merely winning particular games. The 
boys on both the football and the baseball squads have 
shown this spirit of friendly rivalry and true sportsman- 
ship toward the teams with whom they have competed, 
and this spirit has won for them the respect of their 
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rivals. In the words of a spectator ‘‘Portsmouth High 
plays ‘clean’ ball.’’ 

It needs no argument to urge a claim for athletics in 
High School. The educational as well as the moral bene- 
fits derived from athletics in school contests are now 
almost universally accepted. What we need, is a man 
connected with the teaching staff, who will have super- 
vision over all school athletics. It is hoped that in an- 
other season such a situation may be brought about.

Lafayette School. 


This building was completed by the contractors at the 
time specified by the contract and occupied during the 
Spring term. The overcrowded condition of several 
schools made it impossible to avoid the change during the 
year but by moving rooms as units as far as possible this 
disadvantage was managed. The re-districting of the 
city was not done until the summer vacation. 

A sixty-five foot steel flag pole with two large flags 
was presented to the school by Mrs. Thomas A. Ward, 
and the flag was raised in the presence of a large num- 
ber of the school children of the city on the morning of 
Memorial Day. The children marched to the school from 
the South Mill Bridge exercises. 

The building is splendidly adapted to its uses and has 
proven satisfactory in every way. The final report of the 
Building Committee showing the expenditures follows:

School Plant. 


The usual routine repairing has been done and several 
important changes made. The opening of the Lafayette 
School and the transfer to the Whipple of all the seventh 
and eighth grades made larger furniture necessary, so 
with the co-operation of the Lafayette School Building 
Committee the smaller furniture was transferred to the 
other school and its value returned in larger furniture. 
The entire building was refurnished with adjustable fur- 
niture, the smaller seats and desks used as far as they 
went in the Cabot and Lafayette Schools which were also 
equipped throughout with adjustable furniture. The en- 
tire cost to the city of re-equipping the Cabot and Whipple 
Schools was less than $300. 

The Woodbury, Spalding and Lafayette Road Schools 
were redecorated and put in excellent condition. The 
stove at the Lafayette Road School should be replaced by 
a coal stove. The expenditures at the Spalding School 
were only what were necessary for the continued occu- 
pancy of the building and did not include any change in 
the sanitary condition of the building. 

The Franklin and Spalding Schools ought to be replaced 
by a single eight room building on the eastern end of the 
City Farm. Both buildings are in need of expensive re- 
pairs and improvements which would still leave them 
unsatisfactory and expensive to maintain and poorly meet- 
ing the demands of that section. 
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New Legislation. - 

An act granting pensions to retired teachers of long 
service was passed by the last legislature and has been 
taken advantage of by two ex-teachers of the Portsmouth 
Schools and during the coming year one of our older 
teachers in point of service will resign for the purpose of 
getting a long needed rest and will come under the pro- 
visions of the act. 

A mothers’ aid act was also passed, to be administered 
by the Department of Public Instruction as the avowed 
object. of the act is to enable mothers to remain at home 
and give to their children under sixteen the care and train- 
ing which is so essential and which cannot be replaced by 
anything in the school life. A requirement for securing 
this assistance is that the mother shall be a suitable per- 
son to whom to entrust the responsibility. The act is in 
no way a poor aid provision but a child welfare and edu- 
cational measure. Seven cases have been recommended 
to the Department by the Board and of the four which 
have been reported upon, three were granted but as the 
appropriation was inadequate no relief has yet been given 
to these cases. The appropriation for the State was 
$8,000 per year for two years. 

The educational requirement of school attendance for 
300 half days during the previous year was repealed as 
far as it applied to certficates for employment during the 
school vacations. 


School Attendance. 

Our attendance for the past year has been better than 
during any previous year. We were fortunate to have no 
serious interruption on account of epidemics and much was 
done by the Board of Health to prevent the spread of the 
usual diseases which visit us. The attendance officer 
secured aid for many destitute cases and prevented many 
recurrences of absence by early attention to the causes. 
The report of the attendance officer follows. 


Report of Truant Officer. 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The treatment of cases of non-attendance in the 
schools, for your officer is charged with the enforcement of 
the attendance laws for pupils in private as well as the 
public schools, shows a material need of more than mere 
enforcement of compulsory school attendance, as may be 
seen from a survey of the accompanying chart of the com- 
plaints received and investigated. This shows that out of 
a total of 345 cases, there were thirty-nine cases where 
children were prevented from attending school by the 
lack of proper foot wear or clothing. Even this does not 
show the real situation, as these are only the cases that 
were Officially called to the attention of this office. 

Last winter this department was fortunate in having 
a fund of $150 for the purchase of shoes and rubbers 
which was secured through the New Year’s celebration 
committee, the funds that were left over above the ex- 
penses being given to this office, so that we were able to 
provide for eighty-one children and in each case the home 
conditions were investigated and aid was not given unless 
it was a worthy case. Many applications were received 
which were not granted and in some cases thus reported 
the parents were made to provide shoes for their children 
under threats of prosecution for violation of the attendance 
law. In the majority of cases the aid was given to chil- 
dren coming from large families or where the head of the 
family was dead. 

So far this winter no funds are available. Just what 
should be done when a complaint comes in that a child is 
out of school and upon investigation it is found that the 
parents are unable to provide clothing, is a question which 
this office has not been able to solve as yet. Under the 
school law this does not excuse absence, but it would be 
out of the question to order the child to school until pro- 
vided for. There seems to be no way to do this, for 
neither the County or City Commissioners of the poor are 
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inclined to aid a family if there is a regular income at all, 
that is, if the father is working. 

This office believes that there should be a certain sum 
of money secured in some way so that we may meet such 
cases as come up especially during the winter months. 

There were forty-seven cases of truancy during the 
year, a good percent. of which took place on two different 
occasions, first a circus day and the second on firemen’s 
day. There were a few bad cases in one of which it was 
necessary to place a boy before the court and commit him 
to the industrial school. 

There were 159 cases of children being kept from 
school, where there was no legal reason given by the pa- 
rents. These were all cases where the parents ‘kept or at 
least allowed the children to remain out of school for one 
reason or another. This is altogether too great a number 
and it has been necessary in some cases to prosecute the 
offenders, and in many of the other cases warnings were 
issued that prosecution would follow a continuance of the 
practice. Some parents find it hard to understand that 
they are not free to keep their children out of school at 
their will and rather resent the questions of the attendance 
officer. These cases are fast being cleared up and it is 
hoped that the report for next year will show a decided 
improvement in this direction. 

While there were more cases investigated this year 
than last, the percentage of attendance was better for the 
school year ending June, 1915, than it has ever been 
before. 


Child Labor Law. 

This office is charged with the enforcement of the 
Child Labor Law and this constitutes a good part of the 
work especially in the summer months and during the 
Christmas vacation. During the past year there were six- 
teen cases of illegal employment, but in about every case 
the violation was due to misunderstanding or lack of 
knowledge of the law, and was disposed of with a warn- 
ing. It seems impossible to get some of the merchants to 
understand the law, it having been necessary during the 
past three years to explain it at least once or twice a year 
to some. There was some confusion at the Christmas 
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holidays, over the Labor Law and Child Labor Law, two 
different laws. The former provided that the law as apply- 
ing to minors should be discontinued during the seven 
days previous to Christmas, while of course there is no 
such provision in the Child Labor Law. The item in the 
accompanying schedule of inspection of manufacturing 
establishments includes all stores and other mercantile 
places. 

The Mothers’ Aid applications are all investigated and 
reported on before being acted upon by the Board of In- 
struction. Unfortunately while there are several very 
worthy cases, the State appropriation was so small that it 
was all allotted by the State Department before the local 
applications were received. 

The State Department of Public Instruction has estab- 
lished a division of Child Welfare and this office has tried 
to work in conjunction with this department. This in- 
cludes the enforcement of the law pertaining to the sale 
of tobacco, especially cigarettes, and the exhibiting of 
children under the age of fourteen in places of amusement. 

All traveling shows have been inspected and in some 
cases children have been stopped from working. The 
same is true of the local places of amusement and as soon 
as the law has been made known the managers have 
willingly complied with it. 

The following chart will give the division of the com- 
plaints, and the different schools from which they came.

Recommendations. 


Your attention is called to the need of a fire escape at 
the Farragut School. This is the largest school in the city, 
except the High School, and over two hundred children 
are regularly in the five rooms on the second floor. There 
is but one stairway and that continuous from the base- 
ment. Every precaution possible is taken but the hazard 
in this building is too great. 

The Haven School is the only other building with but a 
single stairway but the hazard is much less as the stair- 
way is separated from the basement by doors which are 
always kept closed and the number of children on the sec- 
ond floor is smaller. I recommend that you take immedi- 
ate action for the safe-guarding of these children. 


Repairs. 

Electric lights are much needed in both the Haven and 
Whipple Schools and could be installed in the basements, 
halls, offices and at least one room at a reasonable cost. 

Granolithic walks are needed at the ends of the High 
School building but these can wait for a time. 

The painting of the walls and ceilings of the High 
School will be necessary within a year or two. 

The Plains School should be provided with water, flush 
closets installed where they could be reached without 
going out of doors, and a septic tank constructed for the 
disposal of the sewerage. This is our largest one-room 
school and will not decrease in size. I would not recom- 
mend a large expenditure, for you will undoubtedly be 
called upon to provide a four-room primary school in that 
general section within a few years, probably to be located 
between the Plains and standpipe. 


Whipple School. 


Our acceptance of the six-year elementary program 
carries with it a presumption that we are to make of 
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the seventh and eighth grade program something more 
than a continuation for two years more of the same studies, 
taught in the same way, and leading up to the same end— 
to get ready for a new type of program to continue four 
more years. We are not yet sure whether the program 
for these grades ought to be two, three or even four years 
of the six years secondary instruction, but expect to know 
much more from the results of our experience with two 
years of such a program. I recommend that we offer to 
these grades a program containing history, science, ap- 
plied mathematics, modern language and the practical 
arts for both boys and girls. Under the new elementary 
program proposed by the department of Public Instruction 
the simple work in grammar will be completed and the 
more technical grammar belongs in the later secondary 
period. To secure the best results the teaching will have 
to be departmental and the administrative organization of 
the school similar to that of the present High School. 
Opportunity should be given for the child who plans to go 
to college to work toward that end, but the greater serv- 
ice of giving the large majority of boys and girls the edu- 
cation that will best fit them for useful life in our own 
community should hold the first place. The public schools 
of Portsmouth should contribute largely to making the 
next generation of our citizens more capable of appreciat- 
ing its civic responsibility. 

The ideal of our schools ought to be this and not the 
sending of a few boys and girls away to college—-the 
majority of them never to return to this community. The 
world needs these and we shall always do our part but 
our responsibility is for the good citizenship of this city 
for the next generation. 


Conclusion. 

I feel that an expression of appreciation is due to the 
1915 City Government for its hearty co-operation with you 
in your efforts in behalf of the schools. I realize that 
their problem of meeting the demands of the many de- 
partments with fairness and justice, at the same time con- 
serving the interests of the property owners, is a difficult 
one, but I think that the results of the building of the 
Lafayette School on property in that vicinity should go far 
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to convince us, if we have any doubt, that the city can 
have no greater asset than good schools, properly housed 
and adequately supported. 

I will renew my expression of pleasure and satisfaction 
in serving you as Superintendent of Schools on account of 
your loyal and cordial support, and personal consideration.
